Antwerp, a City Rich in History | 


Antwerp, ‘the city to whith the 
gian royal family have page ge to 
cape the German advance on Brussels, 
is not only one of the oldest cities in 
Burope, but has many times’ played 
an important part in the making of 
stirring history. 

Antwerp appears in history as aeart 
es the seventh century. A centu 
later it was, an important port aad 
market town, In the twelfth centu 
it. was commercially prosperous an 
under the rule of the dukes of Bur- 
gundy, who at times aspired not Bari 
to the throne of France but harbored 
designs on the crown of England. tn 
the fifteenth century Antwerp was one 
of the most important marts in Bur 
ope, the entering point for English 
and continental trade, In the six- 
teonth century, under the rule of 
Charles V. it was the seat of the Haz- 
seatic League and the money depot of 
Burope. In 1684-5 it was" besieged, 
taken and ruined by tho Duke of Alva, 
In 1794 the French took the city and 
restored its prosperity. Napoleon the 
Great attempted to make it rival Lon- 
Con. 

Antwerp, located .on the Scheldt, 
having an outlet to the sea safeguard- 
ed by the British and French fleet and 
being strvngly fortified on the Jand- 
ward side, is regarded as impr grable. 
hence its selection at this time by 
King Albert as a place of refuge from 
which to direct the Belgian resistance 
to the German forces. The | city’s 
transit and other commerce of late 
years has run well up over $1,000,000 
a year. It has a large industrial quar- 
ter and is ‘a diamo-d centre. 

The government of Antwerp is eel 0 
ministered by es burgomaster, assist- 
ed ‘by five assessors and a municipal 
council of 89 members. The city’s an- 
nual budget is about °$7,000,000,. Its 
debt is $60,000,000. Water and gas 
are Ssunpled by private corporations. 

The city has sixteen daily pews- 
papers, six in. French and ten in Flem- 
ish. There are many notable hospitals 
cnd educational institutions, two 
theatres and noteworthy ecclesiastical 
and secular buildings among them the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame, dné of the

We shall not know for some years to 
come the secret history of what brought 
about this war, We know the simple 
outside facts---the simple surface facts--- 
that Austria declared war against Servia, 
that Russia declared she must stand by 
Servia, that Germany’ said she must 
stand by Austria, and that France said 
she most stand by Russia. It was really 
a spark in the midst of a great powder 
magazine which with infinite toil---mis- 
applied toil as I think---the nations of 
Europe haye been constructing. When 
you goon building up armaments against 
each other, there comes a time when 
either the guns go off of themselves or 
else the) people say. ‘We can no longer 
bear thie burden of suspense; we had 
better make an end of it and come to 
blows at once.’”’? Those are the surface 
facts of the war., To-night I do not pro- 
pose to take you further, because I do 
not know. I do not know if there was 
some great organizer who deliberately 
planned this war. Without evidenee I 
should be loth to lay such a burden on 
the head of any man, because, whoever 
he be, the curses of humanity will pur- 
sue him to end. 

“But where do we come in? I have told, 
you about Austria, Russia, and the rest; 
how do we come in? All through the 
correspondence that led up to the declar- 
ation of war, you will see that our gov- 
ernment, and of course its mouthpiece 
and skilful agent Sir Edward Grey, was 
skilful and energetic and untiring in 
trying to suggest methods by which 
peace might be preserved. I do not 
think that he had a fair chance, because 
the time was too short, and all the time 
the armies were being mobilized, and 
when armies are being mobolized war 
becomes almost inevitable, But, at any 
rate that was our first part in the general 
contentions of Europe --- peace, Our 
second was honor. 

We were parties to a treaty to which 
France and the kingdom of Prussia were 
also parties, guaranteeing the independ- 
ence and the integrity of Belgium. We 
determined, rightly or wrongly, wisely 
or unwisely, but I think rightly and 
wisely, that so long as any power re- 
mained in the arn of Great Britain she 
was .bound not to go. back upon her 
pledged word to Belginm, and she was

When the German Foreign Secretary 
was asked if he was really going to in- 
fringe the neutrality of Belgium he said, 
“You are not going to war for that--- 
going to war for a scrap of paper?” A 
great power that treats ‘‘scraps of paper’ 
like that ia not unlikely to be scrapped 
herself. The German Chancelor, when 
he vindicated this policy in parliament, 
said, ‘‘We knew we were doing wrong in 
invading the neutrality of Belgium, but 
We were compelled to do wrong.’’ A 
nation that begins a great war by declar- 
ing: that its foundation is wrong, and 
that it is obliged to do wrong, is likely 
to fare badly i there be a God in Hea- 
ven, 

Then we are’ not merely fighting for 
Belgium, Franee, and the sanctity of 
public law, but we are also fighting for 
ourselves. We do not fight to gain an 
acre of territory. We do not fight to 
gain any advantage for ourselves. We 
only fight to secure our own liberties 
against an oppression that would be in- 
tolorable. . 

I know that we have seen ware in our 
time in which the loss of a province. or 
two ended the war. That will not be so. 
We have seen wars in which an indem- 
nity of money putan end to the war. 
That will not be so. You may lose ter- 
ritory and you may, lose money, but 
what is certain is thie, that if you are 
beaten to your knees, if you are com- 
pelled to submit, you. will lose infinitely 
more than province or money. Make no 
mistake, this is a fight to the finish, If 
we go under now, we go under forever.

Egg Curry. 

Put two tablespoonfuls of olive oilf 
or butter In a saucepan, When hot put 
in ‘four tablespoonfuls of . chopped 
onion; shake until the onion is soft, but 
not brown; add a teaspoonful of curry 
powder, the same amount of chopped 
red pepper or a whole sweet pepper 
and the fiber of one cocoanut.

MAKE THE PUNISHMENT: FIJ THE GRIM 


[Ts there any one whose memory does 
not go back to the time when an 
unjust punishment aroused so much 
resentment and ill feeling that the 
thought of the experience still rankles? 
The law of retaliation was applied by 
primitive peoples to all—that is, pun- 
ishment was really a “paying back” for 
what one did not like, If your child 
tears a dress or so{ls the tablecloth 
you might inflict bodily harm on him 
or scold him and make him uncomfort- 
able just in proportion to the anger 
that was aroused by his thoughtless or 
mischievous act. You would then be 
“punishing” him in accordance with the 
methods of the most primitive savages, 
Later in the evolution of the race the 
idea of punishment was developed as 
a means for preventing people from 
wrongdoing, the idea being that {If dis- 
agreeable consequérces follow a given 
act that act is not likely to be repeat- 
ed. When your child stays out too late 
in the afternoon or when he comes into 
the house with muddy boots on the day 
when you expect company you may 
send him tu bed without his supper or 
you may withhold the yisit to the cir- | 
cus that had been looked forward to for 
so many weeks.

We are tempted to confuse 
‘ye seriousness of the offense as an. act 
with the seriousness of the conse- 
quences, which {ts an entirely different 
matter, Throwing a ball for fun, eVen 
carelessly, is not very serious if the 
ball strikes only a tree and shakes off 
some leaves, And throwing the ball 
carelessly 1s no more wicked or un- 
moral if the ball happens to break 
through an expensive window and 
strikes an olf lady. We must there- 
fore separate the intent or motive of 
the deed from the consequences, and 
we must condemn the offense and not 
the child.
